AlricaD blood in their veins. The kind of DeDevolenee 
which eives the slaves freedom is no mystery.— Cincin¬ 
nati Gazette August 6th. 

Dutch versus American Slavery. —A gentleman 
recently from Surinam informs a friend of ours that a 
lew days liefore he left, a slaveholder had, on complaint 
of his slave, been sentenced to ten days’ imprisonment lor 
striking him on the head! This gentleman says tbat 
slavery in Dutch Guiana te fast dying out. Though there 
is no systematic or comprehensive plan of emancipation, 
yet public opinion te awing against tbe system with 
increasing force,— Zion’s Herald. 

Emancipation Celebration. —The colonred citizens 
of Ra’ciue celebrated their ■•Fourih of July ” on the 4th 
of August, iu baadsome style. There were large delega¬ 
tions from abroad, and everything passed off pka.amjy. 
In appearance of worldly thrift and intelligence, they did 
not suffer by compari.-, n with any procession we have 
lately seen ; and we could not help asking's few of our 
Old Hunker friends if they dar-d look them in the lace, 
and say they were unfit to be iru.-Ud wito the privilege 
of voting.— Racine ( Wis.) Advocate. 

SOCIETY AND POLITICS IN OREGON. 


The settiers of Oregon are divided into two classes. 
Those from the Northern and Eastern free States have 
brought their industrious habits witb them, and have doDC 
about ail for the country that bas been done. They 
alone are enterprising and industrious. They fnrnish our 
best farmers, mechanics, school teachers, preachers and 
statesmen; ami were it not for tbem, tbe obituary of the 
couutry wonld have been written long ago. They appre¬ 
ciate schools, preaching of tbe Gospel,'and are’in favour 
of internal improvements, manufaeturin?; afcd; ura word, 
all free-labour institutions. The other clu'^ampfSerliaps 
the most numerous, were originally from the sldvetStafes, 
the most of whom have been so cursed ,with slavery "that 
a removal to this Territory became necessary ; to prevent 
dying in a county poor-house or,'of starvation. ' Pike 
Connty, Missouri, furnished its quota. Many .of them 
cannot read or write, and yet they think they know it all. 
In religion they are mostly pious, yet they remember not 
tbe Subbath Day to keep it holy. • In politics, they^are 
mostly National Democrats, and want to introduce slaves „ 
into this country, to keep out free blacks, and when' op- ' 
posed in political sentiment, they roll up their “ piety ” in 
a napkin, and represent the character of a pirate or a 
highwayman. By way of illustration, for fear I should 
be thought to exaggerate, let me relate wbat came under 
my notice just a few days before the June election. Br. 

T-of tbe C-P-C-entered into a little 

controversy with a minister in a store in Eugene City on 
the subject of slavery. Br. T. could not endure free 
blacks, and said to tbe minister, “ If a darkey should step 
up to a daughter of mine and ask her arm to walk with 
her, I would cut bis throat.” The minister asked if he 
was not joking? Br. T. said, “ No.” The minister said, 
“What! you a Christian, and wonld kill a man for no 
other offense than politeness!” “Yes,” said Br. T., 1 1 
would rip him open from one end to the other! ” A 
Missouri sister, standing by, said/ “ I would too 1 ” The 
standard of morals is extremely low among" this classj'and 
so little moral honesty found, that confidence is lacking to 
form the basis of commercial business or social inter¬ 
course. 

The business creed is to get all you can, and give as 
little as possible—lie, cheat and use extortion, watching 
for some one in affliction and misfortune, that may afford 
an opportunity to increase wealth. For instance, in tbe 
Fall of 1852 the immigrants suffered much from sickness 
and losses by the Indiana in crossing the plaids. They 
arrived destitute and worn out. Now every Oregonian 
was on the alert for speculation on the poor immigrants, 
like so many buzzards on a carcass. Wheat, which 
before they had no market or use for, rose to 86 per 
bushel, flour 820 per cwt., butter to 81 per pound, and 
other things- in proportion. One old resident preacher 
told me he sold watermelons, not bigger than his fist, for 
“ four bits.” Those who had suffered most i’rorn sickness, 
and arrived late, fared still worse; their cattle were 
bought for a few pounds of flour, alter which they had to 
.work hard all Winter making rails apd breaking prairie 
in the rain to pay their board, and it was seldom that a 
settler would give more; he had the power—be used it. 
Their social creed te a nod with a hat-covered bead, aDd a 
lazy grunt; further than tbat they durst not go, lor fear 
you might ask a favour of him or them. There te but 
little friendship or hospitality existiug out of the circle of 
relatives. They are all Triuitariaus, however. The 
Triune Deity they worship is gold, cows and Oregon 
Democracy—in each persond wells ail thc fullness ol the 
godhead, boddy. However, they hive as yet but three 
Apostles—Mr. T. W., from Missouri, Mr. D. 8., oq, 
from Iowa, aud A. B., the Editor, from everywhere. But 
this trio now have the disposing oi all gifts, graces ar.d 
acquirements. “ They say umo oue. Go, and he goetb ; 
and to another, Come, aud he cornel b.” They said, “ To 
know who are Know-Nothings,abolish voting by ballot,” 
aDd behold il was abolished,substituting voting by voice; 
after which all who dured to vote against the regular 
nominees were in a political sense instantly decapitated. 
Thus onr best men were aiscouraged from public service, 
aud unprincipled men aud beardless boys put in, consti¬ 
tuting a L-gislutuie representing more a school-boy’s 
debating club ibau a body of qualified men witb clear 
heads and good hearts wheuce sh u d emanate laws suit¬ 
able for the government of a free aud enlightened com¬ 
munity. 

One of these smart youths, formerly from the State of 
New York, by the name of Mack, but recently from the 
Snath, attended u Free State Couuty Convention in 
Eugene City, and at toe cull of some pro-slavery'men 
a rose and suid, “1 am a Northern nun by birth and 
education; I was taught to hate the slaveholder and look 
upon him os a thief und robber ;’ I lived in all good con¬ 
science iu that neliel UQtil I went to live South, where I 
was brought to believe that tbe Southerners were thc good 
and piuus, and the Northern men thieves and robbers. I 
‘assume the position now that God has ordainedYrotn the 
beginning of .tbe world that one part of mankind should 
cusluve the other, and to demonstrate tbat it is right, 
God authorized his chosen people (the Jews) to hold 
slaves, which they did. Jesus Christ said ubthiDg against 
it,aud Paul the Apostle sent a runaway slave back to hia 
master,” &e. He spoke lour or five hours, monopolizing 
all the lime from toe Free State candidates until night, 
affording no opportunity for any one to reply. For this 
impudence he was nominated and elected by the Demo¬ 
cracy. The Democratic party iu Oregon is decidedly 
pro-slavery; hence almost all the candidates elected in thc 
recent election are in tavour of making Oregon a slave 
State. I think the people stand abont eqnal for and 
against. I said the Democratic party in Oregon te pro- 
slavery. One of their candidates, lawyer B., while making 
a speech in Eugene City, denied that it was a prs-sluvery 
party, and said, “ that the Democratic party of Oregon is 
the national party, and we adhere to the Constitution; 
and tbe Constitution of the United States is a pro-slavery 
document, and so decided by the most august the Supreme 
Court—the only Court in the United States that is in¬ 
fallible 1 ” There were winking aDd blinking of the Free 
State men all over the house. And for daring to deny 
that the Democratic party was pro-slavery, although he 
proved it was by bis argument, they refused to elect him. 
But it secured one more Free State candidate. 

Jo Lane’s election te doubted. So far as heard from, 
G. W. Lawson, Independent iree State candidate, te 
running a strong poll against him, and, it is thought by 

gome, elected. You wifi doubtless get toe correct returns 
before loDg. lhe t ree State party thonght there was 
no danger of Oregon becoming a slave State until too late 
to thoroughly organize; hence, our success is very doubt¬ 
ful. If. however, we could vote by ballot it would be a 
free State; but as it is, many are afraid of losing caste. 
The pulpits dodge the question generally for fear of too 
great persecution in the Chnrch. Not long ago two 
clergymen ventured to preach against another popular 
sin (Intemperance) as upheld aDd practiced by tbe Oregon 
Democracy, for the which they were advertised through 
the public papers as “ Reverend Devils.” There is much 
error and ignorance here on the anti-slavery question, and 
very much light te needed. Anti-Slavery preaching and 
Anti-Slavery papers wonld work a change in time. 

A Citizen of Oregon. 

We are approaching a crisis here, upon which the 
welfare and future destiny of Oregon will depend. Our 
people at the recent election have decided to assume the 
position of an - independent State of the great. North 
American Confederacy. As in Kansas, so iu Oregon, the 
slave question is agitated, but perhaps, not . to as-fearful 
extent . The Border Ruffians. f Missouri cannot approach 
us as easily as they did Kansas, and overawe, the “ Sons 
df'Liberty ” and destroy tbe elective franchise 1 We do 
not apprehend anv bloodshed here on the slavery question.

—The Bishop’s Bible un¬ 
derwent some corrections, and was printed in large folio 
in 1572, and called Matthew Parker’s Bible. This version 
was used in the churches for forty years. 

The Dob ay Bible. —The New Testament was brought 
ont by the Roman Catholics in 1584, and called the 
Rhemish New Testament. It was condemned by the 
Queen of England, and copies were seized by her authority
